WEIMAR (Friday) — President 


Ebert and Chancellor Scheldemann 
today defeated an attempt to 
oust 


them from the party council of the 
majority Socialists. 


After 
a brief but bitter 
parlia- 


mentary fight, in which Ebert and 
Scheldemann 
ably defended 
their 


own position, the party convention 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of a 
resolution permitting office holders 
to remain on the council. This res- 
olution fully covered the case of the 
two. 


WANT FOE IN LEAGUE 


LONDON—Lord Cecil, addressing 


a mass meeting in Albert hall las 
night, declared that both Germans 
and Russia must be admitted to the 
league of nations. John R. Clynes 
labor leader, also expressed the hope 
that Germany would be admitted. 


At the conclusion of the meeting 


which opened a nation-wide campaign 
in favor of the league of nations 
10,000 persons stood and pledged 
themselves to support the league. 
It was held under the auspices of the 
League of Nations Union. Viscount 
trey presided. 


"The present opportunity to build 


up a new international order is not 
paralleled In history. Future gener- 
ations will not cease to condemn us 
f we let It pass," was the dominant 
note running 
through 
all 
the 


speeches. 


The league must include Germany 


and Russia," declared Cecil. 
"We 


have a right to insist that Germany 
shall be given the opportunity to 
prove her sincerity. The shorter her 
novitiate the more pleased I wll be. 


"The impression prevails In cer- 


tain circles that article X of the cove- 
nant guarantees existing boundary 
forever. 
Nothing could be less true. 


All it actually does provide is that 
changes, when necessary, shall not be 
accomplished by force, but through; 
discussions, debates and treaties. Ev- 


ery future international action must 
be in conformity with, the principles 
of the league of nations." 


Grey declared tbat "the league is 


the world's choice between life and 
death." 


"Labor is whole-heartedly for the 


league," said Clynes. "I hope Ger- 
many will be admitted."

Some have been killed in these com- 
hnts. 
I t has seemed a shame to de- 


nlroy the surplus males, for, after all, 
a 
buffalo is n buffalo and 
therefore, 


precious. 
Riddance has been had nf a 


number of them by RiviriR them to zo- 
olofiical parks.

Originally established within a fenced 
area, their increase has been allowed to 
wander about outside, in small herds.

In t h a t region these animals, like 


the buffaloes, lind themselves back in 
ancient haunts of their k i n d ; for not 
much more than a century ago there 


\vfTp plonty of elk in the southern Ap- 
palachian country. 


For some time past a regular busi- 


ness has been made of planting elk on 
the government's forest reservations— 
as, for instance, in the Pisgah, the Sit- 
greaves (Ariz.) and the Black HilJ* na- 
tional forests and in parts of (Colorado. 
They readily accept what 
,-night be 


called a Keimd<>mestie?(tion and breed 
rapidly. Thus our most 'prized (if the 
buffalo be ciceptcd) big game animal 
.seems happily destined to escape the ex- 
termination which threatened it. 


.South of the Yellowstone National 


Park is a region known as .Jackson's 
Hole, which since time immemorial has 
been a winter resort for elk. But sheep 
rat up all the grass, so that the poor 
animals, pawing through the snow, find 
no forage left. 
Consequently they die 


in great numbers of starvation. 
Under 


these circumstances, hungry and seek- 
ing food at, the farmers' too-well fenced 
haystacks, they are easily captured 
8 live. 


During the last few years efforts have 


been made by the government to feed 
them, great quantities of hay being 
served out to the herds in winter, and 
thus they have become quite 
tame. 


Tbose taken for planting in the national 
forests are transported by way of the 
Denver stockyards, where, among the 
cattle pens, they are "dipped" to free 
them from ticks. 


Jn former days one of the most nu- 


merous of our American game animals 
w«s the "pronghorn" antelope. It has 
been well-nigh exterminated, and though 
there are some in the Wichita forest 
and other national game preserves, they 
lire sadiy few. It is feared that this 
beautiful species must inevitably pass 
anay. 


Wherever there are mountain sheep 


on federal reservations utmost efforts 
are made to protect them. 
Their shy- 


ness is proverbial, and yet in the I'n- 
compahgre Xational Forest (Colorado) 
they have acquired such confidence that 
actually they come into the town of 
Ouray in the wintertime to be fed. 


TT\tJCK hunters and other Sports- 
••-'men in pursuit of game will no 
longer require "blinds" or other such 
means of concealment. They will wear 
snipers' Bu:ts instead.

oped during the war! its miraculous 
function has been fain; realized. 


What is a snipei-'s sui* like? Most 


people have no definite notion, on the 
subject beyond the facr that it is 
"camouflage" for the person. The mat- 
ter, however, is easily explained, and 
can be made so clear that anybody may 
put together such a costume for his own 
use. 


It needs no tailor's skill, goodness 


knows. The prime requisite'of a proper 
suit of clothes is fit. But the sniper's 
suit must not fit at all. On the con- 
trary, it must be vastly loose and baggy, 
not. conforming in the least with the 
contour of the wearer. It must have 
no angles, for in nature angles are few. 


The sniper's suit—for hunting snipe, 


or ducks, or what not—must be con- 
trived and colored as to enable him to 
resemble as closely as possible his sur- 
roundings ; to melt into thrm, as it 
were. 
It is made of the coarsest and 


cheapest kind of burlap, rubbed %rith 
mud or daubed with green or brown 
paint to imitate- the color scheme of his 
immediate environment. 


An essential part of it is a head- 


piece that can be pulled hood-fashion 
over head and face, tbe eyes of the 
wearer looking out. through places that 
have been thinned for the purpose by 
the simple process of removing the 
burlap threads running horizontally. 


Tufts 
of grass or other natural 


vegetation growing in the immediate 
vicinity of the hunter's lurking place 
are fastened here and there to parts 
of his costume. 
He may even attach a 


few pebbles to it with short lengths of 
wire. 
His very gun is wrapped in a 


loose burlap bag, provided with a fringe 


A camouflage duck-hunting suit 


of grass or leaves, leaving only the 
trigger and the sight fre«. 


Xow, if the hunter thus equipped 


were to walk about he would, of course, 
alarm the game. 
If be were merely to 


stand erect, he would attract atten- 
tion (though immovable), because dif-. 
fering in form from his surroundings. 
But. 
when he lies prone, and perfectly 


still, he becomes in appearance merely 


a normal irregularity in the landscape. 
In effect, he is invisible. 


The noblest of all game animals is 


man. In warfare he becomes just that. 
During the recent conflict suits cor- 
responding to the above description were 
commonly worn not only by snipers, 
but. also by machine gunners, and by 
men who took part in raids across No 
Plan's Land.

Kor one point, the designs on some of 


the bricks are manifestly the work of 
Greek artists. This does not imply that 
the ingots cnjne from Greece, hut. rather 
indicates that, they had their origin in 
Greek cities of southern Italy.

important of these cities was Tnren- 
tum. which, hundreds of years before 
the birth of Christ, was a great entre- 
pot of maritime trade. 


The patron divinity of Tarentum was 


Neptune, whose son, according to tra- 
dition, was its founder. 
Hence it is 


entirely conceivable that bronze bricks 
hearing on one side a trident and on the 
other a caduceus (the latter emblem- 
atic of Mercury, the patron of mer- 
chants) may have been cast in that 
city. 


For use as money? There is no rea- 


son for supposing it. On the contrary, 
evidence offered by other bricks strongly 
suggests 
that 
they 
were issued 
nt 


various times in commemoration of im- 
portant events—just as now and then 
in modern days medals are struck for 
the same purpose. 


The time came when the Greek cities 


of southern Italy sought the help of 
Pyrrhus, king of Kpirus, against the 
aggressions of Rome. 
The elephants he 


brought with him wore the first the 
Romans ever saw, and dire was the mis- 
chief wrought hy the,ir charges through 
the ranks of the astonished enemy. 
Some of the bronze bricks have an ele- 
pl.ant on one side nnd a hog on thn 
other. 
May they not have been cast in 


commemoration of this alliance?—a hog 
being the animal customarily sacrificed 
in celebration of a treatv. 


There are also bricks stamped with 


the Roman eagle and a pegusus—the 
latter emblematic of sea power. Mav 
these not have been issued in conT- 
memoration 
of the alliance between 


Rome and Carthage against r.vrrhus in 
270 B. C.? The treaty made on that 
occasion required that Carthage should 
furnish 
a war 
fleet and transports, 


while Rome was to conduct military 
operations on land. 


Eventually Rome conquered and ab- 


sorbed the Greek cities of southern 
Italy, which, finding themselves well 
treated politically and otherwise, be- 
came wholeheartedly Roman. 
During 


the first war between Rome and Car* 


thage (hey built and manned with ex- 
perienced seamen the fleets that fought 
for Rome on the sea. Hence possibly 
certain bricks with a tripod on one side 
and an anchor on the other. A tripod 
Mas the coin mark and emblem of Cro- 
ton. where the greatest shipyards were 
probably located, while the anchor indi- 
cated the kind of service rendered to 
the Romans. 


The above quoted views of Doctor 


Comparctto apply only to some of the 
bronze burs that have been dug up. 
Others, he thinks, are merely commer-1 


cial ingots, east, by private refiners for 
the manufacture of the numerous arti- 
cles, useftil and ornamental, then so 
commonly made of this material. The 
stamped designs they bear may be sup- 
posed to be the refiners' trademarks. 


Whence Come Your Dreams?

get tired, and so stays awake, or nt 
least partly so, while we .sleep. 
Us 


thoughts are what we call dreams. 


Your dreams ;lrc foolish because: in 


sleep your thinking is being dc,-« n.v 
the foolish half of your hrnin. 
It is 


simple minded; at times it seems semi- 
idiotic. 
Of judgment it possesses none 


at nil, nothing being too absurd or im- 


possible to be accepted by it without 
criticism. 
s 


For example, it often happens that in 


a dream you meet a near relative or 
oilier person who has been long dead. 
Are you surprised to see him or her 
walking about and talking? ' Not a bit. 


The foolish brain thinks in a dull and 


stupid way. with no exercise of the rea- 
soning faculty. 
Those parts of it 


which have to do with vision and speech 
seem to he chiefly active, judging from 
the ever-varying motion pictures thrown 
"pon the screen of the mind during 
f-lopp, and from the constant talking 
that; accompanies them. 


Sometimes the pictures are so weird 


anil spectacular, or the talk so ex- 
traordinary, that, waking up, we are 
struck with amazement or convulsed 
with laughter. 
We try hastily -to fir 


some of the talk or pictures in out 
minds; but the foolish brain has the 
power of memory so feebly developed 
that, they fade, and are lost almost im- 
mediately. Jt is a pity, because often 
they would make an interesting study. 


The foolish brain may perhaps b« 


compared to that of n monkey, though 
probably inferior. 
It forms concepts, 


but cannot put them together and draw 
from them the conclusions which art 
the basin of judgment.
